A portable, hand-hel personal digital assistant (100) is provided for simultaneously 
depicting multiple calendars on a single display. The personal digital assistant 
includes a portable, hand-held housing (102) including a top face, a bottom face, 
arid a side wall therebetween for defining an interior space. An input device (104) 
is situated on the top face of the housing for allowing input of data. Associated 
therewith is a display (1 10) situated on the top face of the housing for depicting 
data. Situated in the interior space of the housing is memory (112) for storing a 
plurality of calendars each including a plurality of scheduled matters. Finally, 
controller (113) is situated in the interior space of the housing and connected 
between the input device, the display, and the memory.
